How to Grow Blueberries Successfully 


The blueberry requires a very acid soil with a high humus content, plus a 
location where the soil does not become too dry. 

Average garden soils are not sufficiently acid to grow blueberries. It is 
very easy to make them so, by applying 1/2 pounds of powdered sulphur 
per 100 square feet. Then mulch with sawdust to a depth of 6 inches. 
Sawdust should be applied after planting. This conserves moisture, keeps 
the roots cool and moist during the hot months and controls the growth of 
weeds. Plant 3 to 4 ft. apart in rows 6 to 8 ft. wide. 


PIONEER (Early) 


Berries light blue, large, firm, very good quality. Bush grows to medium 
height, hardy, productive. Ripens in early July. 


CONCORD (Mid-season) 


Plants tall, vigorous, upright. Fruit large, light blue, attractive and of the 
best quality. Borne in clusters resembling those of Concord grapes.

Berries large, fine flavored, a 
little more acid than other varieties. Ripens after Pioneer. Bush vigorous, 
grow to 7 feet, should be kept to 6 feet for easy picking.
